The board of education in Chicago lias decided to open eight' school 


'• centres at which moving pictures, phonographic concerts, debates, lectures 
-and gymnasium and singing classes will be provided three evenings a week 
:free\>f charge. Apart from the fact of keeping the young people off the 
street and out of mischief we do not, believe this new departure will be oi 


any great benefit to-anybody. 


There has often been a. public demand for the use of the schools or part 


of them after school hours by the genera! public. The buildings af c public 
property and the people have a right Io the use of them for any desirable 
purpose. We doubt the wisdom of installing moving picture shows, however. 
.Entertainment of a different nature, gymnastic exercises, concerts, lectures 
and talks on health, hygiene and other subjects on which the 
common 


'.people need instruction would be much more profitable. The action of the 
.Chicago authorities will cause other cities to look into this matter of throw- 


, ing open the school buildings to the people of the vicinity for the purpose of 
. Booial or physical culture or entertainments and perhaps will adopt a system 


' superior to that favored by Chicago. 


TO BAR NEGROES FROM LABOR UNIONS 


We regret that 'President Gonipers of the American Federation of 


Labor should have taken a'stand against the admission of negroes-into 
labor unions; as by so doing he has violated a fundamental principle of 
human'rights, the very thing he aims to. defend by barring the negroes from 


the unions. 


. In his address upon this matter at the St. Louis, Mo., convention Mr. 


Gompers is reported to have said: 


"There are 8,000.000 negroes in tho United States, and to my 


mind they cannot all he expected to understand the philosophy of 
human rights. I do not believe they should be permitted to join 
our unions, lacking, as they do for the most part* tho very neces- 


: 
aary knowledge ot what our unions really stand for in the economic 
•world. The, supremacy of the Caucasian race in America 
should 


be maintained." 
This discrimination against the negroes is so illogical and inconsistent 


•with the policies usually followed by the American Federation of Labor that 
we are led to doubt whether Mr. Gompers lias been accurately reported. 


•It is plain, however, that he has discussed the question of admitting 


negroes to labor unions in a manner that indicated disfavor i£ not open 
' hostility. He is reported as favoring the "elimination" of negroes from the 
unions in order that the supremacy of the Caucasian race may be 


maintained. 


If the 8,000,000 negroes in this country are so benighted and so 


incapable of comprehending the philosophy of human rights as Mr. Gompers 


• represents them to be, we cannot see how he conceives that under any cir- 
cumstance they could menace the supremacy of the white race. But the 
first objection to any such stand as this against the negroes is, that it draws 
the color line and by denying that the black man is fit for labor unions, 
denies at the same time that he is fit for freedom, thereby contradicting the 
.first principle, of the Declaration of Independence, negativing one of the 
main issues upon which the Civil war wns fought and, therefore, declaring 
that Abraham Lincoln and the illustrious galaxy of 
men who led 
the 


abolition movement were all wrong when they demanded that slavery be 
abolished and that the principle of the equality of all citizens before the 
law,, regardless of race, creed or color be forever established. 


It is true no doubt that as a general rule the negroes in mass are less 


intelligent and.less cultured than the whites; but that does not prove that 
they are not entitled to freedom and to enjoy all the privileges of citizenship 
in this republic. Wherever the negro has had equal opportunities with the 
Caucasian race he has shown a capability of improvement that would at 
once silence any claim that he is unfit for freedom or for membership in 
any organization in which ordinary intelligence and efficiency in his par- 
ticular trade are the chief requisites. But what has race or color or creed 
to do with membership in a labor union anyhow? If a negro of good char- 
actor is skilled in his trade why bar him from a labor union? 
If ho be 


denied the right to join a labor union and at the .same time denied tho right 
to work on the same job with union men, what is to become of him? Must 
lie starve because he happens to ho dark skinned and regardless of his 
qualifications as a workman? 


Such a policy is so unfair, HO un-American and so utterly opposed to 


the spirit of American citizenship that tho labor organization attempting to 
apply it could not long survive. 


If the negro attains the skill in his tradn that would entitle n while

arc niocl nnd the business m;m as well 
as the poor- fellow 
from 
the street 


comes in to read. 
The reading room is not a place for 


loafers and noisy or obnoxious charac- 
ters arc not allowed, but there are a. 
great many men in the city out of em- 
ployment, good, honest, intelligent men 
and they improve their time by read- 
ing the newspaper? and magazines at 
their disposal in the reading room. The. 
basement rooms afford 
accommoda- 


tions for eighty or more and it is not 
an unusual sight to see one or Iwo 
men at every paper spread upon the 


rack, and every seat taken, while men 
are nlso reading from the files hanging 
from the wooden file stands located in 
the middle room. 


Besides the newspapers, magazines 


and pamphlets, there are also to be 
found in the Inner reeding room down- 
stairs, patent office reports, plans and

located in 


the room where Mr. Stephen T. Wy- 
man has liis office. 


Mr. Wyman has charge of the rend-' 


ing rooms, both up and down stairs, 
and he is one of the most genial and 
courteous of men.

TO BAR- NEGROES FROM LABOR UNIONS 


We regret that President Gompers of tho American Federation of 


• Labor should have taken a stand against thej) admission of negroes into 
•labor unions, as by so doing he has violated a fundamental principle of 


• human rights, the very thing he aims to defend hy barring the negroes from 
the .'unions. 


• 
In his address upon this matter at the St. Louis, Mo., convention Mr. 


• Gompers is reported to have said: 
i 


"There are 8,000.000 negroes in the United States, and to my 


mind they cannot all be expected to understand the philosophy of 
human rights. I do not believe they should be permitted to join 
our unions, lacking, as they do for the most part, the very neces- 
sary knowledge of what our unions really stand for in the- economic 


i 
• •world. The supremacy of tho Caucasian race in America should 


bo maintained." 
This discrimination against the negroes is so illogical and inconsistent 


;with the policies usually followed by the American Federation of Lnbor that 
we are led to doubt whether Mr. Gompers has been accurately reported. 


It.is plain, however, that he has. discussed tho question of admitting 


negroes to labor unions in a manner that indicated disfavor if not open 
'hostility. He is reported as favoring the "elimination" of negroes from the 
unions in order that the supremacy of the Caucasian race may bo 


' maintained. 


If the 8,000,000 negroes in this country are so benighted and so 


incapable of comprehending the philosophy of human rights as Mr. Gompers 
'represents them to be, we cannot see how he conceives that under any cir- 
cumstance they could menace the supremacy of the white race. But the 
' first objection to any such stand as this against the negroes is, that it draws 
the color line and by denying that the black man is fit for labor unions, 
. denies at the same time that he is fit for freedom, thereby coptrndicting the 
first principle of the Declaration of Independence, negativing one of the 
main issues upon which the Civil war was fought and, therefore, declaring 
that Abraham Lincoln and the illustrious galaxy of men who led the 
abolition movement wore all wrong wlien they demanded that slavery be 
abolished and that the principle of the equality of all citizens before the 
law, regardless of race, creed or color bo forever established. 


It is true no doubt that as a general rule the negroes in mass are less 


intelligent and less cultured than tho whites; but that does not prove that 
they are nof entitled to freedom and to enjoy all the privileges of citizenship 
in this republic. Wherever the negro has had equal opportunities with the 
Caucasian race he has shown a capability of improvement that would at 
once silence any claim that he is unfit for freedom or for membership in 
any organization in which ordinary intelligence and efficiency in his par- 
ticular trade are the chief requisites. But what has race or color or creed 
to do with membership in a labor union anyhow? If a negro of good char- 
acter is skilled in his trade why bar him from a labor union? 
If ho bo 


denied the right to join n labor union and at the same time denied tho right 
to work on the same job with union men, what is to become of him? Must 
he starve because he happens to be dark skinned and regardless of his 
qualifications as a workman? 


Such a. policy is so unfair, so un-American and so utterly opposed to 


the spirit of American citizenship that tho labor organization attempting (o 
apply it could not long survive. 


If tho negro attains tho skill in his trade that would entitle n white 


nmn to join tho union, ho should ho admitted on an equal footing with tho 
whites. To do anything olso would invlto endless troublo, disputes nnd cvon 
strikes in which public opinion would bo on the side of tho negro. 


If tho American Federation of Labor can holp the negro upward II 


tihould do so by admitting him to membership whorover nnd whenever his 
efficiency ns a workman cnllllcn him to inomborHhlp, That is tho bout way 
in lend him to n proper nppraclallon o[ tho practical philosophy of hnuinn 
righto which Mr. Uompcrn thinks tho negro cannot appreciate.

J^ WOMAN who once had a real 


burglar experience has worked out 


a whole scries of amateur burglar 
alarms which she says will come in 
handy in an emergency. 


"It is not really worth while to get 


burgled or possibly murdered," she ex- 
plains cheerfully, "when there are such 
ways of avoiding these disagreeable 
experiences and at tho same time of 
saving one's property and striking ter- 
ror to the heart of the burglar. 
The 


great thing to remember is that the 
burglar Is more afraid of you than you 
are of him. At the same time if cor- 
nered he will probably not stick at 


1 murder in order to escape. It is a bad 
plan to leave spirits about, which may 
give him Dutch courage. In using a 
revolver it is bettor to scare him than 
to attack him, as he is probably a bet- 
ter shot than you are."

Mrs. Morphey and death, deflecting the 
bullet in such a way that it entered 
the flesh at an angle, traveling along a 
rib and was easily removed by the 
surgeons. The rib over the heart Is 
broken and the furrow made by the 
bullet Is a bad Injury, but It is now be- 
lleyed -that the young woman will be 
discharged from the Emergency hos- 
pital In a few days.

First street, Los Angeles, Calif., who is 
supposed to be the

Morphey, and another to Mrs. N. E. 
Lougeo of 42 Walnut street, at whose 


he had 'officiated recently at Morphev's 
marriage and believed him to be an 
upright young man. 
This note was 


sealed in one of Eev. Mr. Oilman's en- 
velopes, but was not addressed. 


Occupants of the house where the 


couple lived since their marriage three 
•or-fottr weekB ago stated that Morphey 
was greatly agitated Saturday night
